 Javentles From British Isles 
Salvation Army Plan to Bring Selected 
Youths to Canada 

One of the most important results 
of the recent visit to Canada of Com- 
missioner David C, Lamb, head of the 
emigration work of the Salvation 
Army, and his conferences with the 
Minister of Immigration and Colont- 
zation in Ottawa, is that official en- 
dorsation was given to the proposal of 
the Salvation Army to bring a number 
Hee selected juveniles from the British 
Isles to settle in the Dominion, 

Part of the plan is to place a num- 
ber of these boys, ranging in age from 

14 to 18 years, as apprentices on Can- 
{adian farms, The boys will be chos- 
en from among many who are ready 
|to leave school. Many of them are 
\the children of parents who are un- 
able to afford to continue their educa- 
tion or bear the expense that is in- 
cidental to a long apprenticeship to a 
skilled trade. It is here where the 
Salvation Army will co-operate. With 
the joint approval of the boy and his 
parents, arrangements will be made 
,for the boy to come to Canada, where 
\he will be placed os a farm apprentice 
under a contract for one year. Every 
possible precaution will be taken to 
see that the boys chosen are of excel- 
lent character, 

Already Adjutant Wm. Dray, of the 
Salvation Army, Winnipeg, has recety- 
ed several requests from farmers in} 
Manitoba, who ave willing to take one | 
of these boys. 

It lias been arranged that the first 
party of boys arrive in Canada some- 
time in March, and a quota will be 
placed on farms in Manitoba.

Less Hail Losses 


Saskatchewan Hail Insurance Statis- 
tics Are More Satisfactory 

A, E. Fisher, Superintendent of In- 
surance for Saskatchewan, has issued 
a statement showing the premiums 
received by the hail insurance com- 
panies during the underwriting season 
of 1922, together with the losses paid. 

This statement is based on figures 
supplied by the general manager, and 
as far as the companies themselves 
are concerned, is subject to revision 
when the insurance treaties of the 
head offices are taken into considera- 
tion. 

“It is certainly gratifying,” said Mr. 
Fisher, “to note that the hail losses 
during 1922 were lower than in any of 
the past five years, and that the loss 
ration was only 31.79 of the premiums 
received, The experience of 1922 was 
a great deal more favorable than that 
of 1921, 

“As far as the premlums paid for 
hail insurance are concerned there 
was a decided falling off in the amount 
pald in 1922, the figure for that year 
being $3,457,247.45, as compared with 
$4,588,925.02 in 1921. On the other 
hand the losses for 1922 were $1,098, 
991.71, &s compared with $4,628, 
137.60."

No Other Country So Interested in 
Development of Arctic Lands 

Stefansson is to give up exploring 
and devote hls career to convincing 
the world that the Far North is the 
new land of promise.- It is a task 
worthy of the man who fs to un- 
dertake it. ‘Ten years ago, he would 
have been laughed at as a blind pro- 
fagonist of a scatter-brain scheme. 
Two years ago he would have been 
viewed with skepticism and perhaps a 
little scorn, Today, half the battle is 
over, because he has made a good be- 
ginning. People are becoming con- 
vinced. 

It has been pointed out before that 
the development of the Arctic lands 
means more to Canada than any other 
country, Stefunsson’s north is Can- 
ada’s north; all he has said of its past, 
present and future is bfised on his ex- 
periences and his studies in the nor- 
thern part of this Dominion. He 
says that within a decade or two the 
north polar ocean will be crossed by a 
network of commeércial aviation 
routes, Oil, coal and other resources 
are in the earth, and they will be de- 
veloped because the north 4s livable. 

Of course, Stefansson is a thor- 
ough-going believer in his own theo- 
ries. But no theorist has ever devel- 
oped more dillgence in making his 
| theories convincing. He has follow- 
ed out an assertion with indefatigable 
research into past and current his- 
‘tory, He has never advanced a 
hypothesis without buttressing it with 
pretty substantial arguments from the 
jObservations of disinterested third 
parties, In fact, he has made a case 
‘that has not yet been successfully as- 
sailed. Some of his parallels may ap- 


pear far-fetched, as when he seeks to! 


show that living in the North Pole 
climate is no more a hardship than ly- 
ing in North Dakota’s winter climate, 
but he has made no claims that are 
demonstrably false, 

Evidence accumulates to show that 
a psychological change is taking place 
in North America regarding the pos- 
sibilities of the Far North, And in 
the past the psychological barrier was 
the greatest in the way of Arctic de- 
velopment. That it is being gradu- 
ally broken down is largely because 
of Stefansson’s persistence and his 
whole-hearted advocacy of something 
he believes in, When the time comes

Edouard Belin, the inventor of tele- 
photography and the transmission of} 
handwriting by wireless, believes that 
before long it will be possible to trans: | 
mit direct vision by wireless that 18, | 
to enable people to gaze on a scene; 
many miles* away without scene | 
being firk photographed. 

For tele-vision, he says, that it is 
not only necessary that the whole of} 
the object of the scene should be vis- 
ible at one time, but that the image 
should be tyansmitted at the highest } 
possible speed. | 

He thinks he can achieve his object 
by the aid of photo electric bulbs, 
which are so sensitive that they re- 
act even to so faint a light as that of 
a distant star, : 

The systems of wireless reception 
have been so perfected that he be- 
lieves the employment of these bulbs 
to record impressions picked up at 
great distances will make tele-vision 
practicable,
